KILLAM BOY KILLED 
WHEN DRIVING CAR 


Killam, Sept. 4—Crushed beneath 
the car he was driving to Killam from 
his father’s farm, when it turned over 
about two miles west of Sedgewick, 
Anthony Kinzer, 13 years of age, was 
instantly killed Wednesday evening.

flavor. It is objectionable in that first 
grade butter cannot be manufactured 
from this type of cream. 


2.—Also, flushing separator 
with stale or stagnant water will 
bring about this flavor. 
Remedy: 

Use only fresh, ciean water to. flush 
separator bowl. Endeavor to ship at 
least once each week during the sum- 
mer months. 

Unclean Flavors 


Causes: 

1—Lumpy cream is mostly found in 
winter. Improper stirring, allowing 
cream to freeze, or seprrating a thin 
low testing cream, brings this condi- 
tion. 

Remedy: 

Separate cream which tests 35% fat 
or over Stir frequentlly and do not 
allow cream to become frozen. 

Curdy cream is very objectionable, 
from a buttermaker’s viewpoint, and 
is mostly found in summer. It is 
caused by separating jcream! which) 
tests below 35% fat—this thin cream 
sours quickly, and frequently “turns” 
curdy. 

Remedy: 

Separate cream which tests 35% 

fat or over. Stir thoroughly and keep 


Causes: 

There are numerous reasons for 
this undesirable type of flavor. For 
instance, the usual practice is to use 
a cloth forWwashing the separator 
bowl, pails, etc. Now a cloth is the 
very worst thing that can be found 
for this partitalar operation. Use a 
brush instead, because a cloth soon 
becomes foul, Smelling; it acts as a 
collector of “germs, etc., whereas a 
brush lasts longer, cleans out ridges 
and crevices better, and does not 
impart an unclean and undesirable 
odor or flavor to the surface of the 
utensil. ste

Flush separator bowl with warm 
water’ before starting to separate. Im- 
mediately skimming is completed, 
thoroughly clean the’ separator by tak: 
ing the bowl apart, washing, scald- 
ing and leaving to dry until it is used 
again. | 
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General Hints 

1—Wipe cows’ udders and teats 
before milking, and milk with clean, 
dry hands. 

2—Feed only- after milking has 
been completed, and the milk and 
cream removed from the barn. 

3.—If separating is done in the 
stable, place the separator in a well- 
ventilated room by itself, at one end 
of the stable. : 

4—It is good practice to white- 
wash the cowstable each spring and 
fall. é 

5.—Cool the cream immediately it 
is separated—keep it cool in a cleat 
room free from odors. 

6.—Stir frequently, ueine a clean 
stirring rod. 

7.—Cream testing 35% fat or over 
does not sour ag quickly as thin, low 
testing cream, and therefore usually 
gives a better grade. 

8.—There is no difference in the 
test of cream, whether it be sweet 
or sour.—The Cowbell.
